Committee (HSBC) has submit- 
ted a Special Town Meeting 
article to appropriate $1.39 mil- 
lion for a “Feasibility Study” 
required by the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
(MSBA). In late 2007, the 
MSBA included Tewksbury 
Memorial High School (TMHS) 
among 83 projects that will 
make up the MSBA’s $2.5 billion 
capital pipeline for the next five 
years. Of those 83 possible pro- 
jects, only 49 are at the 
“Feasibility Study Invitation” 
phase. We hope to explain the 
new MSBA funding process, the 
steps Tewksbury has taken to 
reach this point, what is 
involved with an MSBA 
Feasibility Study, and the steps 
we must now take to secure the 
state's commitment to provide 
reimbursement funding for a 
high school project. 

In 2004, the legislature 
declared a moratorium on state 
funding for school building pro- 
jects until July 1, 2007. During 
the nioratorium, the MSBA 
accepted Statements of Interest 
(SOIs) from school districts 
interested in participating in 
the new MSBA reimbursement 
program. Statewide, 162 dis- 
tricts submitted 423 SOls. 
Tewksbury officials and resi- 
dents worked hard to make our 
selection possible, and. the 
MSBA acknowledged that hard 
work by including TMHS 
among its short list of projects 
to move forward in the process. 

Tewksbury has actively moni- 
tored its school building needs 
in two ways. First, several 
years ago we formed a 
Facilities Subcommittee to 
investigate issues that could 
impact the high school’s 2005 
reaccreditation visit from the 
New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges (NEASC) 
‘TMHS remains fully accredit- 
ed, but these facility-related 
issues were the primary reason 
NEASC placed our accredita- 
tion on Warning status. Second, 
in 2005 we created the Long 
Range School Space Planning 
Committee (LRSSPC) to per- 
form a detailed study of the 
condition and future adequacy 
of all school buildings. The 


Facilities Subcommittee’s work * 


and the LRSSPC’s exhaustive 

Master Plan Report (available 
on the home page of the 
Tewksbury Public Schools’ web- 
site at 
www.tewksbury.k12.ma.us) pro- 
vided the basis for Tewksbury’s 
SOI for the high school, and 
were greatly responsible for 
MSBA's choosing to move our 
project forward. 

The new state reimbursement 
process provides much more 
control to the MSBA, both in 
design and cost management, 
than the process under which 
Tewksbury constructed the 
Ryan and Wynn Schools. It also 
for Pay-As-You-Go 
reimbursement during the 
course of the project, rather 
than annual reimbursement 
payments over the life of the 
bonds. The Pay-As-You-Go ele- 


ment will save towns a tremen- 
dous amount of interest 
expense. The new process sets 
an initial reimbursement per- 
centage for the community 
based on demographics, and 
then provides the community 
with opportunities to earn addi- 
tional reimbursement points 
based on the project's design. 
The MSBA set Tewksbury’s ini- 
tial reimbursement rate at 51.42 
percent, and expects that towns 
can easily add 5 or 6 points 
through use of preferred design 
and maintenance methods (like 
building “green”). The HSBC 
will strive to create a design 
that increases our reimburse- 
ment rate to the highest sensi- 
ble number. 

The new process has many 
steps, all of which require the 
MSBA's approval before moving 
on to the next one. The steps 
include: 

SOI Submission (completed) 

Feasibility Study/Schematic 
Design 

Project Scope and Budget 
Conference 

Project Budget Agreement 

Project Funding Agreement 

The MSBA has extended a 
“Feasibility Study Invitation” to 
Tewksbury for the TMHS pro- 
ject. What does this mean and 
what does Tewksbury need to 
do to complete that study and 
move forward? There are sev- 
eral steps within the Feasibility 
Study process. It is important 
to note that the MSBA 
Feasibility Study is not meant 
to determine if there is a need 
for the project; the LRSSPC 
and MSBA have already deter- 
mined the need exists. The 
MSBA Feasibility Study is 
meant to examine how we can 
address the need, and to choose 
the best option available to us. 
Among other things, within a 
Feasibility Study the MSBA 
requires us to hire an Owners’ 
Project Manager (OPM) to 
serve both Tewksbury’s and the 
MSBA’s needs throughout the 
project; to create full schemat- 
ie designs of both project 


options (new construction and, 


addition/renovation); and to 
undertake a detailed study of 
future enrollment projections. 
Designer/architect selection 
will take place following OPM 
selection, though the MSBA’s 
Designer Selection Panel 
process. The —design- 
er/architect will be the prima- 
ry consultant conducting the 
Feasibility Study and 
Schematic Design. 

We must complete the 
Feasibility Study before we can 
begin discussions with the state 
about a final design, approved 
cost, and reimbursement rate. 
The study requires some up- 
front expense. Based on discus- 
sions with the consultants who 
created the LRSSPC Master 
Plan, the HSBC has determined 
that the study’s cost is 
$1,390,000: 

Owner's Project Manager - 
$250,000 

Schematic Design 
Evaluation - $1,100,000 

Construction Management at 
Risk (CM at Risk) Evaluation - 
$40,000

We are asking Town Meeting 
to approve that amount in May. 
CM at Risk is a new method of 


all parties involved. Using CM 
at Risk adds a percentage point 
to ‘the MSBA reimbursement 
rate for the project. The state 
will reimburse 51.42% of the 
$1.39 million immediately upon 
completion of the study, and 
will retroactively reimburse us 
for any additional reimburse- 
ment points we earn later. 
MSBA will remain 
involved throughout the 
Feasibility Study and 
Schematic Design phase to 
ensure that the results are con- 
sistent with MSBA require- 
ments, An exploration of both a 
new high school building and 
additions/renovations to the 
existing facility will be part of 
the process. Once we complete 
the Feasibility Study and: the 
MSBA approves it, the town and 
the MSBA will have a Project 
Scope and Budget Conference 
resulting in a Project Budget 
Agreement. Together, the 
Conference and Agreement will 
detail the project scope, design, 
timeline, and overall budget, as 
well as the final reimbursement 
rate. Once the MSBA approves 
the Project Budget Agreement, 
the town will have 120 days to 
endorse the appropriation of 
the total budget, through both a 
Town Meeting and Proposition 
2% Debt Exclusion vote. After 
the voters approve the appro- 
priation, the town and the 
MSBA will develop a Project 
Funding Agreement that details 
the location, scope, timeline, 
total budget, and total state 
reimbursement. The MSBA 
will not provide reimbursement 
for project costs that exceed the 
total budget shown in the 
Project Funding Agreement; 
this provision will force com- 
munities to keep project costs 
under control, 

As noted, the new process 
requires approvals at every 
step in order to move forward. 
Right now, we need an approval 
from our voters. Everyone who 
has evaluated the current high 
school facility—the Facilities 
Subcommittee, NEASC, the 
LRSSPC and its consultants, 
and the MSBA—has determined 
there is a need for this project. 
Every student and employee at 
the high school knows there is a 
need. Anyone who has a child 
therg or attends an event there 
knows there is a need. There is 
no question about the need. 
This project is one of only 49 
chosen by the MSBA for 
Feasibility Study consideration, 
and we need to take advantage 
of our selection and approve the 
money needed for the next step 
in the process, the MSBA 
Feasibility Study, so we can 
continue toward getting a 
Project Funding Agreement in 
place by early 2009. If we do 
not approve the money for the 
Feasibility Study, the high 
school project will not move 
forward, and for the foresee- 
able future we will lose our 


The $1.39 million will be bond- 
ed, and eventually included in 
the bontl for the entire project. 


$1.39 million out of the town’s 
normal operating budget this 
year; every HSBC member 
understands the town’s budget 
situation. If we can improve 
TMHS, and retain more stu- 
dents in our system after the 
eighth grade, we will receive 
more state aid every year and 
improve that situation. We are 
Suggesting we do what is neces- 
sary to move forward in the 
process so we can address a 
glaring need in our community 
- updating the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School facility - 
and receive state reimburse- 
ment for a majority of the cost. 
The school has a fine program 
in place; however, we need a 
2ist century facility that better 
supports its students and staff 
members, the residents who 
use it every day for community 
activities, and the taxpayers 
who cover its costs. We guar- 
antee the Tewksbury HSBC will 
be conservative and prudent in 
determining a design and bud- 
get for the project, because 
Tewksbury is a conservative 
and prudent town. This will not 
be another Newton North. 

We hope this letter has 
informed readers about the new 
process and the reasons behind 
the Town Meeting article sub- 
mitted by the HSBC. We also 
hope voters will support this 
measure at the Special Town 
Meeting on Tuesday, May 6.

Walter estimates that the 
MSBA will contribute a mini- 
mum of 50% to any approved 
renovation or new construc- 
tion project and that there are 
incentives that could easily 
increase that percentage.

out to find a local and afford- 
able theatre program and 
instead found that one didn’t 
currently exist in Wilmington, 
The programs she located 
were often expensive or too 
far away. Hence, the 
Children’s Theatre Workshop 
of Wilmington was born. 

“We call ourselves a work- 
shop because there’s no pres- 
sure to perform a great fin- 
ished product,” explained 
Walsh. “We're not looking for 
the next Brad Pill, or 
Lawrence Olivier. We're look- 
ing to help the kids become 
more confident and have the 
courage to get up in front of 
people.” 

Though most students enjoy 
performing on stage in front 
of an audience, a handful of 
students prefer to work 
behind the scenes. Students 
are not required to perform in 
front of an audience if they 
prefer not to. 

“I have two girls in the pro- 
gram,” said Dawn Reidy, who 
serves as a board member. 
“One is in third grade and the 
other is in fifth grade. They 
love the program. They want 
to do every session of it. It’s 
been really good for them. It’s 
confidence boosting in terms 
of helping kids be able to 
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just more than half the length 
of its Washington inspiration, 
and it is made up of 74 sepa- 
rate frames. The tallest point 
of The Moving Wall stands six- 
feet tall, and the tallest panels 
have 137 lines of names.

In her letter of nomination, 
Benton described the charac- 
teristics that make Stewart an 
unsung heroine. 

“Her unselfish, quiet 
demeanor and her belief in 
the power of print push Tina 
to go above and beyond her 
job description to entice 
everyone into the library,” 
Benton wrote. “Tina conducts 
herself with determination, 
expertise, and passion. She 
strives daily to do all that she 


can for the residents of 
Wilmington. Her love of 
books and her passion for cre- 
ating a plethora of activities 
that engage the community 
around reading is remark- 
able.” 

Stewart accepted a position 
as a reference librarian back 
in 1972. Eight years later she 
married and moved here. In 
1996 she was promoted to her 
current position as Director of 
the Wilmington Memorial 
Library. 

Benton credits Stewart with 
the transformation of a worn- 
out and dated library facility 
into a welcoming and user- 
friendly place after plans for 
a new library were voted 
down by residents in 2005. She 
enlisted the help of the Public 
Building Department, ‘the 
painting crew from the 
Billerica House of Corrections 
and countless volunteers to 
transform the library space 
both inside and out. 

Benton's recommendation 
states, “Dedication and devo- 
tion are words that typify 
Tina’s behavior, She inspires 
people to do their best and 
work their hardest.

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He built the house that is now 
the Methodist parsonage, on 
Church Street at Thurston 
Avenue. 

About 1900, he bought a cam- 
era, and a collection of his neg- 
atives has survived to this day. 

In 1902, a letter describing the 
tree was written by Jacob W. 
Manning, a nurseryman from 
Reading. 

“L have known for many years 
of the Jaquith Hemlock, stand- 
ing on the north side of Aldrich 
Road one half of a mile souther- 
ly from the West schoolhouse. 
No accurate dates or traditions 
exist to tell us how old this tree 
is. Mrs. Roxanna Carter, now 98 
years old, commenced house- 
keeping in the house she has 
lived in ever since. It was about 
75 years ago that she came to 
Wilmington, and she says the 
tree was then called the Great 
Hemlock. 

“The condition of the tree is 
nearly perfect; no decay 
appears about the trunk; the 
limbs extend out on all sides in 
a remarkable horizontal fashion 
and are so numerous that it 
would be difficult for an active 
man to ascend the tree. There is 
barely head-room to walk under 
the branches. The longest 
branch on the northeast side of 
the tree measures 35 feet; the 
longest on the south side 37 feet, 
making the spread of the 
branches in all about 72 feet. 

“The unprecedented weight of 
ice in the severe storm of 1886 
must have mangled this tree. 
severely. No doubt 20 tons of ice 
was borne by the sturdy old 
monarch of Wilmington’s 
forests.” 

In 1924, Wilbur T. Norton, a 
retired Illinois newspaper edi- 
tor and great-grandfather of 
this writer, visited his son, 


Augustus TT. Norton, in 
Wilmington. He wrote a column 
for the Alton Evening 


Telegraph talking of his visit. 
After lengthy commentary on 
the Revolutionary War monu- 
ments in Concord, he wrote

some about Wilmington, 

“The perfect preservation of 
the old Colonial homes in the 
county of Middlesex is a con- 
stant matter of surprise. I daily 
pass homes from 240 to 260 
years old that still look almost 
new in their fresh coats of white 
and green. Their age is only 
revealed by their styles of 
architecture, and the inevitable 
central brick chimney. 

Mr. J.W. Hathaway, a promi- 
nent Boston lawyer, kindly took 
me on a drive the other 
evening, to see some of the 
antiquities of Wilmington. 
Among them were relics of an 
old canal which was built from 
the Merrimack River to Boston 
about 1800. It was 30 miles long, 
I judge, and seems to have done 
a profitable business until the 
advent of railroads, paralleling 
its route, cut down its freight 
receipts, 

“The huge granite piers, 125 
years old, are still well-pre- 
served. The piers mark the spot 
where the canal was carried 
over a little river. Another 
curiosity was a one-story house 
built in 1689, when Wilmington 
was first settled. The little 
dwelling was painted green and 
is still well preserved, but an 
old barn on the premises, prob- 
ably of about the same age as 
the house, was unpainted and 
certainly looks a relic of antiq- 
uity. 

“But an interesting natural 
curiosity shown to me by Mr. 
Hathaway was a giant hemlock 
tree which, tradition says, was 
an old tree in 1665 when the 
first settlers came. It towers to 
a lofty height, and the trunk at 
its base is over four feet in 
diameter, It has cast its shadow 
over many generations, and is 
so ‘sturdy and vigorous that it 
bids fair to look down on many 
more.” 

Jacob Manning's grandson, 
Edward C. Manning, editor of 
the Wilmington News, wrote in 
1934 on the condition of the tree. 

“It is interesting to compare 
Jacob Manning’s description of 
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the tree as it was.in 1902 wiflrits: 
condition at the present time.) 
Such a comparison reflects the | 
very discreditability of the 
sense of values and the appreci- 
ation of nature of those who 
have dealt with the tree in the 
past 32 years, The big hemlock 
is still a noble tree and is still 
free from any decay in its 
trunk, but more than one third 
of the limbs have disappeared. 
Only huge broken butts remain. 
Most of these butts have been 
sawed and it seems fairly clear 
that various people have taken 
these limbs for firewood. Only a 
few remain of the huge limbs 
near the ground, but the top 
half of the tree is still perfectly 
limbed out. 

“This tree is one of 
Wilmington’s most unusual, 
physical features; it has been 
said that it is the largest hem- 
lock in the state, At any rate, its 
qualities and its location should 
entitle this tree to some protec- 
tion. A definite effort ought to 
be made to conserve this beau- 
tiful specimen from any further 
harm.” 

However, Capt. Larz Neilson 
reported in the Wilmington 
Crusader on Sept. 16, 1953; 

“The Jaquith Hemlock on 
Aldrich Road, also known as 
the Great Hemlock, was cut 
down during the last week 
Long held to be the oldest living: 
thing in New England and the* 
largest hemlock in New: 
England, it was cut down on 
orders of the owner of the prop- 
erty, as preparations were 
made for construction of a 
house nearby. The central por? 
tion of the tree had long since 
rotted away, and engineers told’ 
the owner, Stanley B. Roberts of 
Cambridge, that the tree was 
dangerous. eS 

“The tree was estimated? 
being nearly 400 years old,-a 
was most certainly growi 
when the Pilgrims landed’ 
years ago. It had been called: 
the Great Hemlock since the 
early 1800s, and possibly befhet 
that. -

Mike Barry named 
new football coach

Almost two months to the day 
that Bob Almeida resigned, 
Wilmington High School athlet- 
ic director Ed Harrison 
announced on Tuesday night 
that Mike Barry, Almeida’s 
long-time assistant is the new 
varsity football coach. 

Harrison said that five people 
applied for the position and it 
was narrowed down to three, 
with Barry, former head coach 
Gerry Sullivan and current 
Melrose assistant coach Wayne 
Pandolph in the running. 

“We had some real strong 
candidates,” said Harrison. “I 
think it’s such a big asset for 
any (high school) coach to be 
in the high school. It just 
makes much more sense to be 
able to talk to the kids - that 
has become more of a process 
now with coaching.” 

Harrison said the initial inter- 
views began several weeks 
back with a panel consisting of 
himself, principal Eric Tracy, 
as well as a current teacher, 
parent and student involved 
with the process. The five can- 
didates were then’ narrowed 
down to three, and after anoth- 
er series of in-depth question- 
ing mostly by Harrison and 
Tracy, the decision was made 
on Tuesday afternoon to go 
with Barry. 

“We had some real good can- 
didates,” said Harrison. “I told 
all of them that my concern is 
that when I was coaching foot- 
ball I thought one way and now 
as an athletic director I have 
other ways of thinking. All of 
them had real strong football 
backgrounds - I think any one 
of them would have come in 
and done a nice job. My 
approach is to stress the little 
things - there's so much more 
to it. There's so much more 
than X’s and O's, 

“With Mike (Barry) being 
involved with the program the 
last 12 years, being a teacher in 
the building and being a big 
part of the success here (are 
my reasons for his hiring). I 
feel. loyal to Mike. He’s been in 
our system and been part of the 
program now. I know that's 
how I got my start is coming 
through the system and that 
was my thought process. He’s a 
good fit here and I think he 
deserves a shot.” 

Almeida resigned in early 
February to take the same posi- 
tion at Malden Catholic High 
School. During his 12 seasons 
at WHS, he had a record of 103- 
29-1, falling 19 wins shy of 
breaking Hall of Famer Fred 
Bellissimo’s 122 win mark. 
Almeida was part of five Cape 
Ann League championships 
during his run here. When he

resigned he had hoped that 
Barry would succeed him. 

“The (school) administration 
has to go through a process and 
they will choose who they feel 
is the best candidate,” said 
Almeida at the time. “But I 
think they will quickly realize 
that they have a very strong 
candidate within the program 
with Mike Barry. I've worked 
with Mike for the past 12 years 
and he’s truly one of the out- 
standing assistant coaches in 
the entire state. He's so know!- 
edgeable, he’s a great leader, 
he’s a great motivator and the 
kids have the utmost respect 
for him. He holds the kids 
accountable which is also 
important. 

“Mike’s a teacher at the high 
school, and he’s been a big part 
of the program’s success over 
the last 12 years.” 

Barry has a long resume 
when it comes to football. He 
was a starting two-way player 
for Danvers High School during 
his junior and seniors seasons 
playing guard and linebacker 
in 1983 and ’84, before graduat- 
ing in June of 1985. He went on 
to Westfield State College and 
had a brief career on the grid- 
iron. 

After graduating from 
Westfield in 1989 with a degree 
in history, he went on to 
become a graduate assistant 
football coach at Clarion 
University in Pennslyvania 
serving as the team’s defensive 
ends coach. Barry then moved 
on to Dartmouth College as a 
volunteer coach, before serving 
a year in the film service 
department for the National 
Football League’s Europe affil- 
iation. 

Barry then came back to 
Massachusetts, and got a 
degree in education. He and his 
wife Kelly are proud parents of 
their eight month old daughter 
Katie. While taking post- gyadu- 
ate classes, Barry was part of 
the staffs at both Masconomet 
Regional High School and 
Framingham High School. It 
was then in 1995 when Barry 
was looking for teaching posi- 
tions and he landed one in 
Wilmington, serving as a spe- 
cial education teacher for the 
past 12 years. 

It was also during that time 
when Barry first applied to 
become the head football coach 
at WHS when the job was 
opened after Sullivan served 
the previous two seasons. The 
head position went to Almeida, 
who was urged by then athletic 
director Jim Gillis to contact 
Barry and add him to his staff 
for the 1996 season. 

Barry was first a tight ends 
and defensive ends coach, 
while serving as the offensive

Getting the right equipment is important

In this week's article we'll 
look at how to get started 
beginning with a few Do's and 
Dont’s. 

Please do not go out and 
spend a bunch of money - 
instead visit a used equipment 
store like Play it Again Sports 
in North Reading or take a look 
at what’s available on eBay. 
This is particularly true for 
younger players who require 
shorter and lighter clubs with 
more flexible shafts. | Hand- 
me-downs, while cheap and 
readily available, can inadver- 
tently cause serious swing 
issues and given that it is by far 
easier to teach good swing fun- 
damentals than it is to correct 
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ingrained bad habits. Do start 
with the right equipment. 
Next, start with a Proper Grip 
& Stance. Even before a golfer 
takes their initial swings it's 
vital that they first learn how to 
properly hold a club and subse- 
quently take a proper stance 
with correct posture over the 
ball. A conventional approach 
for all beginners who can sim- 
ply mimic what they find 
depicted in books and maga- 
zines, on-line or even TV is 
highly recommended. 
Remember, without a proper 
grip and stance it is nearly 
impossible to develop any level 
of consistency. 

In terms of where to focus 
your initial efforts it is wise to 
follow Tiger Woods dad's phi- 


losophy of learning the game of 
golf from the green back to the 
tee. In other words, learn how 
to putt and chip first then tack- 
le medium range shots with 
irons and last of all fairway 
metals and drivers. 

Golfers seem to forget that for 
72 strokes to par - 36 strokes 
are allotted for putting alone. 
So for all of you out there that 
love to beat balls at the driving 
range - please consider that 
you'll only need your driver 14 
times - if that - during a round 
of golf. With that in mind let's 
remember to work on what 
matters most the short game 
150 yards and in. 

When it finally comes time to 
head out for your first round of 
golf please avoid putting undo 
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pressure on either yourself or a 
novice playing partner by seek- 
ing out a golf course that is 
kind to beginners and at a time 
when there are few onlookers.

“first tee jitters” you will soon 
get first hand experience.The 
par three course at Middleton 
or the nine hole course at the 
Tewksbury Country Club are 
two great places to start.

In limbo. 

That’s where supporters of 
the flag-draped “Welcome 
Home” displays along area 
highways and bridges find 
themselves these days, after 
stories surfaced last month 
that MassHighway was going 
to issue a decree that they stop 
puttng up the displays due to 
safety concerns, and that in the 
future any ‘welcome home’ 
message would be conveyed 
using a standard, uniform sig- 
nage it was preparing to unveil. 

‘Then... nothing. 

Though stories appeared in 
local publications and on the 
nightly newscasts about the 
impending teardown of the dis- 
plays, MassHighway officials 
have yet to issue any such 
announcement on the record, 
and some say the ultimate deci- 
sion could actually be handed 
to 180 degrees in the opposite 
direction - that the displays will 
be allowed. 

All of which leaves support- 
ers of the displays like 
Reading’s Linda Noone feeling 
like they are in limbo - con- 
fused, but not deterred.

“I am going to keep putting 
up the flags until I am told not 
to,” said Noone. “I had thought 
we would have heard from 
MassHighway by now, but noth- 


ing yet. We'll just 
keep working at it.” 

Anyone driving 
along Route 93 in the 
Middlesex East area 
has likely seen the 

* display of flags along 
the Route 129 over- 
pass at the Reading 
and Wilmington town 
line. Noone, who lives 
just a short distance 
over the line from 
there in Reading, is 
responsible for hang- 
ing those flags, and takes it 
upon herself to ensure that they 
are securely fastened to the 
protective fencing on the over- 
pass, 

Noone began hanging the- 
flags and banners in 2005, a 
year after the death of her 
father, a Korean War vet. She 
also puts in the efforts behind 
the display to honor her daugh- 
ter, Michelle Carter, a Marine 
who served in Iraq and always 
appreciated seeing the over- 
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sign controversy

pass displays when she was 
home on leave. 

"I felt that they needed to 
see something when they came 
home," Noone said, "and they 


need something to see when 
they are leaving.” 

This isn’t the first time the 
future of the flag displays have 
been put in jeopardy. 

Back in October of 2006, 
Noone was going about the 
business of setting up the flags 
(which she orders in bulk) 
when she was told by 
MassHighway that the flags 
and words of welcome must be 
removed. 

Noone told the Daily Times 
Chronicle newspapers at the 
time that she felt like she was 
following all the rules, only to 
be hit broadside on the issue by 
the state. 

“I went to the state two 
years ago and they told me 
what I had to do,” said Noone 
in an interview which was 
never published until now. “I 
thought all was fine. I check 
them every two weeks. I put a 
lot of energy into the project, 
yet no one has come to look at 
the project with me. What I did 
was quality, and I felt I was 
getting nowhere.” 

Noone said she followed the 
instructions she was given by 
MassHighway officials to the 
letter, right down to a request 
to avoid using flags that could 
be considered politically-sensi- 
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tive, mentioning the black MIA 
flags with white lettering on 
them. 

“I just wanted a show of 
patriotism,” said Noone. 


“Unfortunately, now it’s 
become a political controversy, 
and that’s not the way it should 
be.” 

Following a great deal of 
attention to the issue in the 
media in late 2006 and some 
outcry from the public in gen- 
eral, the state backed off a bit 
and agreed to study the issue 
further before issuing any 
decrees on the matter. 

According to several reports 
in publications last month, 
MassHighway officials are 
close to revealing details 
regarding a plan that would 
ban the displays, putting an 
end to the efforts of residents 
like Noone and Jim Wareing of 
Methuen to honor returning 
soldiers with banners and 
American flags. 

The plan was reportedly 
presented in March to a task 
force created by Gov. Deval 
Patrick which includes veter- 
ans agents, state legislators, 
and veterans organizations to 
review recommended alterna- 
tives to the overpass displays, 
though MassHighway spokes- 
people have repeatedly stated 
they. will not officially com- 
ment on the plan because it 
isn’t finished yet. 

According to media 
accounts, MassHighway has 
developed plans to place per- 
manent signs along highways 
entering Massachusetts that 
read "Welcome Home" troops. 
Other locations will receive 
signs that say "Thank you" 
along with the seals of the mil- 
itary branches. The state has 
yet to determine specific loca- 
tions for the signs. 

The plans also would allow 
communities to welcome home 
soldiers personally by 
installing signs in public 
places, if permission is request- 
ed to do so by local veterans 


agents. 

Until they hear otherwise, 
Wareing and his supporters like 
Noone plan to continue their 
efforts. He has started a web- 
site, www.bridges4troops.com, 
which helps organize these 
types of displays, as well as 
offers tips for what residents 
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Pow displays

Quaday, the Executive 
Director for Stoneham-based

violence. 

“Deana’s Fund, also 
known as Deana’s 
Educational Theater, acts to 
prevent violence through sev- 
eral innovative performances 
and is a recognized leader in 
creating theater programs 
for grades K-12, colleges, the 
military, and communities 
around the United States and 
abroad. 

“Founded in 1994, Deana’s 
Fund just recently formed its 
partnership with the U.S.

“Most of our _perfor- 
mances get the conversation 
going and help provide infor- 
mation about some of the 
warning signs.

One of the biggest changes in 
television history is about to take 
place in the U.S. But some TV 
viewers may be left in the dark if 
they don’t take action by March 
2009. 

A federal law enacted in 2006 
requires all full-power TV sta- 
tions to stop broadcasting analog 
signals and broadcast only in 
digital after February 17, 2009. 

The transition provides con- 
sumers with clearer pictures, 
more programming and it will 
also free up the spectrum for 
,advanced wireless broadband 
services and interoperable com- 
munications among emergency 

, first responders. 

... Televisions connected to 
cable, satellite or other pay ser- 
vices should continue to work 
after the transition, but sub- 
scribers should check with their 
provider to be sure, Televisions 
with built-in digital tuners also 
will continue to work. But analog 
televisions using rooftop antenna 
or rabbit ears will not work after 
February 17, 2009,

The federal government is 
offering U.S. households up to 
two $40 coupons to help pay for 
the cost of the certified TV con- 
verter boxes, 

The TV Converter Box 
Coupon Program, run by the 
U.S. Department of Commerce’s 
National Telecommunications 
and Information Administration 
(NTIA) will mail coupons to 
those households that request 
them. Purchasing a converter 
box is a one-time expense and 
the boxes are expected to cost 
between $40 and $70. 


“The Converter Box Coupon 
Program opened as scheduled on 
January 1 and it off to a great 
start,” explained Commerce 
Secretary Carlos Gutierrez. “The 
transition to digital television is 
an unprecedented effort and we 
are working hard to ensure that 
all Americans are aware of this 
transition, so they can take 
action before February 17, 2009.”

A good way to ease the medicat- 
ing process is to understand the 
situation from the pet's point of 
view. "Pilling" a dog or cat is 
invasive, since you're sticking 
your hand in their mouth. Liquid 
medications taste bad. And med- 
ication that’s administered via 
injection is painful. The pet may 
also feel trapped and somewhat 
threatened during the medicat- 
ing process, especially when 


upset - 
and they feed off them, so firstly, 
stay calm and keep your tone 
light and encouraging. 


Also, resist the urge to “just get 
it over wish.” Don't just grab 
your pet, toss the meds in his 
mouth and let him run away. 
This will make medicating a bad 
experience, and your dog or cat 
is likely to take evasive or even 
aggressive measures in the 
future to avoid the medication. 


Instead, sit with your pet for a 
few minutes before you even 
begin the medicating process. 
The goal is to get him in a calm 
state, so pet him, brush him, 
massage him, speak soothingly 
to him. It may take five minutes 
to get him in this calm state, or 
maybe it will take ten - just wait 
it out. Once he's calm, you'll 
want to allow him to sniff the 
medication squirter or pill. Let 
him examine it for a minute or 
however long he's interested. 
Sometimes the squirter or what- 
ever other device you use in the 
process can be scary to the pet - 
it's unfamiliar and used in close 
proximity to their eyes, so this 
makes many pets anxious. 


Once the pet is calm, the med- 
icating process can begin. If pos-

Dogs and cats have an incredibly 
keen sense of smell, so they'll 
smell a medication from a mile 
away in their normal dog food

Location can also make a big dif- 
ference. Placing your pet in an 
unfamiliar or uncomfortable 
location will only make him 
squirm and struggle. The couch 
or an armchair can be a good 
spot to medicate your pet. The 
back of the couch will enable you 
to position him so he doesn't 
squirm back and away, but he's 
not completely cornered either, 
which will help to make him feel 
more comfortable. It's also a 
good place to relax with your dog 
or cat, so you don't have to move 
him between the calming 
process and the actual dosing. 


There are also tools that can 
make the medicating process 
easier. “Pill plungers” can really 
help with giving pets medica- 
tions in pill form and they're 
available for just a few dollars at 
your vet's office, the pet supply 
store, or even online. 


A pill plunger is a plastic stick 
with a plunger mechanism, 
about the size and length of a 
pencil. Little rubber nubs at the 
end of the pill plunger hold the 
pill in place until you depress the

Dig this! 


For most gardeners, spring 
never comes soon enough. And, 
when it does come, there is al- 
ways too much to do and not 
enough time. To get a jump 
start , there are many things 
that can be done now! 

The Vegetable Garden: For 
starters, it is very important to 
at least test your soil for its PH 
level. This can be done with a 
simple, 99 cent tester from 
Eric’s in Reading 

When you find out what your 
PH level is, you will know how 
many pounds per square feet of 
lime or Miracal you would need 
to achieve the proper PH for a 
vegetable garden. A range of 6- 
7 is where you want to be. The 
next, and perhaps most impor- 
tant step, is to add compost to 
beef up the soil. This can be 
done by purchasing bags or hav- 
ing a bulk delivery of compost, 
depending on the size of the gar- 
den. By adding compost, you 
add beneficial microorganisms 
and natural nutrients to your de- 
pleted soils. It also greatly en- 
hances moisture retention. 

Shrubs and Trees: The best 
time to prune or shape trees is 
now. Early spring pruning pro- 
motes new growth and it gives 
you a chance to see what you 
are doing without all the leaves 
on. Deciduous shrubs respond 
well with dormant pruning by 
pruning out all dead wood and 
giving them a desired shaping. 
You'll see, early in the season, 
that they will display lots of 
lush, new growth. Now is also a 
great time to transplant any de- 
ciduous trees or shrubs as they 
are dormant, You would want to 
carefully root prune them first, 
with a flat shovel. Then, care- 
fully lift them out of the hole. 
When transplanting, you always 
want to use “Fafard Complete 
Planting Mix” along with the 
proper root enhancer. 

The Lawn: Now is a great 
time to get a jump on your lawn. 


Apply moss control now as this 
is the time moss takes over. You 
should also test your soil PH 
level. So again, you can add the 
necessary lime or Miracal. It is 
a little early and wet to thatch 
or rake a lawn. You will do 
more damage than good. Be 
sure not to seed this early either 
because all you will do is feed 
the birds!!
